HOW  TO  FORM  FRUIT  GROWERS'  ASSOCIATIONS 


FRUIT  growers  associations  are  being 
organized  all  over  Washington  and 
Oregon,  and  some  in  Idaho.  The 
editor,  who  is  manager  of  the  Hood 
River  Fruit  Growers  Union,  has  for  three 
years  in  succession  delivered  addresses 
at  the  Northwestern  Fruit  Growers 
Meetings  and  at  various  state  meetings 
pertaining  to  the  importance  of  associa- 
tions, the  most  thorough  of  these  being 
the  address  at  Seattle  on  the  Necessity 
and  Benefits  of  Associations  and  Prin- 
ciples Involved  in  Organization  and 
Management.  "Better  Fruit''  took  up 
the  work  of  promoting  associations,  and 
has  kept  at  it  persistently  from  the  initial 
number.  That  good  work  has  been  done, 
and  that  success  is  crowning  the  efforts 
of  "Better  Fruit''  to  put  the  growers  in 
the  way  of  realizing  better  prices  through 
better  work  and  associations  is  evidenced 
by  the  large  number  of  letters  we  are 


receiving  for  general  information  along 
this  line.  So  many  requests  have  come 
in  since  the  January  edition  for  consti- 
tutions and  by-laws,  contracts,  etc.,  that 
it  seemed  wise  to  follow  the  general 
article  in  the  January  number  with  a 
number  of  illustrations  of  association 
warehouses  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
districts  without  associations  how  asso- 
ciation districts  are  equipped.  These 
illustrations  in  themselves  are  evidence 
of  the  successes  already  achieved  in  some 
localities.  The  Hood  River  Union  this 
season  had  a  force  of  eighty  employes. 
The  ground  has  been  so  thoroughly  cov- 
ered in  the  way  of  information  in  "Bet- 
ter Fruit"  as  to  the  importance,  necessity 
and  benefits  of  associations,  and  in  the 
way  of  general  information  that  it  seems 
to  us  about  the  next  thing  in  line  nec- 
essary is  information  about  constitutions, 
by-laws,  contracts,  etc.,  and  we  therefore 


publish  in  this  issue  constitutions  and 
contracts  of  some  of  the  large  associa- 
tions that  are  successful.  A  perusal  of 
these  will  assist  new  unions  in  organiza- 
tion work.  From  these  a  board  of 
-directors  should  be  able  to  frame  up  a 
constitution  and  set  of  by-laws  and  con- 
tracts that  should  meet  all  requirements. 
Get  busy  and  get  a  going.  Do  your  work 
well,  and  remember  if  you  make  mis- 
takes they  can  be  rectified.  You  can 
amend  your  constitution,  and  don't 
assume  everybody  will  be  satisfied. 
There  are  kickers  in  every  community. 
You  can't  get  all  the  growers,  but  try  to 
get  the  best,  and  as  many  of  them  as 
possible  and  then  go  ahead.  Don't  forget 
it  is  not  all  clear  sailing.  Inexperience 
will  cause  errors  in  judgment  in  mar- 
keting and  in  various  ways;  therefore, 
be  patient  with  your  directors.  Stick 
together,  pull  together,  keep  your  asso-

FEDERATION  OF  WASHINGTON 
FRUIT  GROWERS 

At  a  meeting  of  the  State  Horticultural 
Society,  at  Everett,  Washington.  Janu- 
ary 16,1907,  the  committee  on  Federation 
reported  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I 

The  name  of  this  federation  shall  be 
"The  Federation  of  Washington  Fruit 
Growers." 

ARTICLE  II 
The  object  of  this  federation  shall  be 
to  prevent  competition  in  marketing 
between  the  local  associations,  to  promote 
harmony,  to  provide  for  a  system  of 
uniform  packing  and  shipping,  and  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  in  all  lines  of 
horticulture. 

ARTICLE  III 

Each  association  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
representation  of  three  delegates  at  each 
annual  meeting;  and  this  meeting  shall 
be  called  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the 
officers  of  this  federation  and  the  trans- 
action of  such  other  business  as  shall  be 
deemed  necessary  and  expedient. 

ARTICLE  IV 

The  officers  of  this  federation  shall  be 
president,  vice  president,  secretary-treas- 
urer and  board  of  trustees. 

ARTICLE  V 

The  management  of  all  business  shall 
be  left  to  the  board  of  trustees. 

ARTICLE  VI 

It  shall  be  required  of  each  association 
that  they  furnish  their  entire  crop  of  fruit 
to  the  management  of  this  federation  for 
distribution  and  sale. 

ARTICLE  VII 

It  shall  be  required  of  the  manager  of 
this  federation  that  he  report  to  the 
manager  of  each  local  association  each 
change  which  occurs  in  the  markets 
which  we  supply. 

Each  association  will  be  furnished  a 
copy  of  these  resolutions. 

A  meeting  of  delegates  from  all  asso- 
ciations in  the  state  is  called  to  meet  in 
Seattle  at  Hotel  Diller  the  first  Monday 
in  March,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
officers  and  perfecting  the  federation.

HOOD  RIVER  APPLE  GROWERS 
UNION 

ARTICLE  I 
The  name,  place  of  business,  capital 
stock  and  purposes  of  this  corporation 
are  set  forth  in  the  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion, which  are  referred  to  as  part  of 
these  by-laws. 

ARTICLE  II 
The  membership  of  this  corporation 
shall  be  confined  to  actual  growers  of 
fruit  of  Hood  River  Valley  and  vicinity. 
ARTICLE  III 

The  board  of  directors  shall  consist  of 
nine  members,  four  of  whom  shall  hold 
office  for  more  than  one  year.  They  shall 
be  elected  annually  and  shall  serve  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
They  shall  qualify  as  directors  within  ten 
days  after  their  election,  and  within  ten 
days  thereafter  they  shall  elect  from  their 
number  a  president,  vice-president  and 
secretary.  They  shall  also  choose  a 
treasurer,  who  shall  be  required  to  give 
bonds,  with  surety  in  such  sums  as  they 
may  deem  ample.    They  may  choose  a 


bank  as  treasurer  without  bonds.  The 
annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  April  in  each  year. 

ARTICLE  IV 
The  directors  shall  have  power  to  levy 
and  collect  assessments  on  the  capital 
stock  not  to  exceed  fifty  per  centum  of 
the  stock  subscribed  at  any  one  time  and 
not  oftener  than  every  sixty  days;  the 
same  to  become  delinquent  in  thirty  days 
from  date  of  notice  of  such  assessment 
in  the  local  newspaper.  The  directors 
shall  sell  shares  of  stock  to  actual  fruit 
growers  only. 

ARTICLE  V 

The  directors  shall  employ  such  agents 
or  other  employes  as  are  necessary  to  do 
the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  shall 
fix  their  remuneration;  provided  that  the 
board  of  directors  shall  receive  no  salary 
for  acting  as  directors.  They  shall  have 
daily  account  sales  rendered  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  union  each  day,  as  received 
by  them  or  their  agent,  giving  a  state- 
ment by  whom  sold,  gross  sales,  commis- 
sion, freight  or  express,  and  amount  due 
members"  of  the  union;  also  giving  con- 
dition of  fruit,  if  there  be  any  complaint. 
ARTICLE  VI 

The  directors  may  refuse  to  receive  for 
shipment,  under  the  brand  of  the  union, 
any  package  of  fruit  not  considered  prime 
from  any  cause.  They  shall  refuse  to 
receive  for  shipment  fruit  from  any  per- 
son not  holding  stock. 

ARTICLE  VII 

This  organization  through  its  board  of 
directors  shall  have  the  exclusive  and 
unqualified  power  to  market  all  apples 
grown  by  any  of  its  members.  A  contract 
between  each  member  and  the  board  will 
be  required. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

The  duties  of  the  secretary  shall  be  to 
keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
meetings  of  the  stockholders  and  direct- 
ors. He  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  association  and  shall  be  custodian  of 
all  deeds,  articles  of  agreement  and  other 
valuable  instruments  of  writing  belong- 
ing to  the  association.  He  shall  keep  all 
books  of  the  issuance  and  transfer  of 
stock  and  shall  countersign  all  certifi- 
cates of  stock  and  affix  the  seal  of  the 
board  of  directors  and  stockholders,  and 
shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  all  books 
of  account  necessary  to  the  transaction 
of  the  general  business  of  the  associa- 
tion. The  manager  of  the  union  shall  be 
placed  on  a  flat  salary. 

ARTICLE  IX 

The  board  of  directors  shall  provide 
the  necessary  means  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  for  which  the  association  is 
formed  by  reasonable  charges  and  com- 
missions for  the  service  rendered  by  the 
association  to  its  members  and  customers. 
ARTICLE  X 

The  duties  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  to 
receive  all  moneys  due  or  paid  to  the 
association  and  deposit  the  same  as  the 
directors  may  instruct;  to  pay  out  said 
funds  upon  the  written  order  or  check  of 
the  president,  first  vice-president,  or  gen- 
eral manager,  when  countersigned  by  the 
secretary. 

ARTICLE  XI 

All  notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebt- 
edness of  the  association  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president  and  countersigned  by 
the  secretary  of  the  board  of  directors. 
ARTICLE  XII 

The  president  shall  instruct  the  secre- 
tary to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
wheneVer  in  his  judgment  the  necessities 
of  the  union  require  it,  by  giving  one 


week's  notice  through  the  local  news- 
paper and  send  each  a  notice  on  a  postal 
card. 

ARTICLE  XIII 
No  union  label  shall  be  placed  on  a 
box  of  fruit  except  by  the  manager  of 
the  warehouse  just  before  shipping. 
ARTICLE  XIV 
Each  packer  will  be  held  responsible 
for  his  own  work  by  a  system  of  fines. 
No  fruit  will  be  received  unless  put  up 
by  a  packer  employed  by  the  union. 
ARTICLE  XV 
The  union  will  have  no  packing  house 
foreman,  except  those  employed  by  the 
union. 

ARTICLE  XVI 

A  majority  of  the  stock  subscribed, 
upon  which  all  legal  calls  or  assessments 
have  been  paid  in  full,  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  at  any  stockholders'  meeting, 
and  no  vote  shall  be  counted  which  is 
not  represented  by  one  share  of  the 
stock  upon  which  all  calls  or  assessments 
have  been  paid. 

ARTICLE  XVII 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  stock  upon 
which  all  calls  or  assessments  have  been 
paid,  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting, 
provided  that  notice  to  amend  the  by- 
laws shall  have  been  given  in  the  call 
for  a  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XVIII 

Any  member  desiring  to  dissolve  his 
connection  with  this  corporation  may  do 
so  by  surrendering  his  stock  to  the  sec- 
retary thereof  or  by  transferring  it  to 
any  member  in  good  standing  on  the 
secretary's  books.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  HOOD  RIVER 
FRUIT  GROWERS  UNION 

ARTICLE  I 

The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
"The  Hood  River  Fruit  Growers  Union." 
ARTICLE  II 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  to  secure  to  fruit  growers  of  Hood 
River  Valley  and  vicinity  all  possible 
advantages  in  the  marketing  of  their 
fruit,  as  well  as  to  build  up  a  standard 
of  excellence,  and  to  create  a  demand 
for  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III 
The  principal  place  of  business  of  this 
corporation    shall    be    at    Hood  River, 
Wasco  County,  State  of  Oregon. 

ARTICLE  IV 
The  capital  stock  of  this  corporation 
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shall  be  one  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars ($1500). 

ARTICLE  V 
The  value  of  each  share  of  such  capital 
stock  shall  be  five  dollars  ($5). 

By-Laws  as  Amended  up  to  Jan.  1,  1902 

SECTION  1 
The  name,  place  of  business,  capital 
stock  and  purposes  of  this  corporation, 
are  set  forth  in  the  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion, which  are  referred  to  as  a  part  of 
these  by-laws. 

SECTION  2 

The  directors  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  five  in  number,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually,  and  shall  serve  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  They 
shall  qualify  as  directors  within  five  days 
after  their  election,  and  within  ten  days 
thereafter  they  shall  elect  from  their 
number  a  president,  vice-president  and 
secretary.  They  shall  also  choose  a 
treasurer,  who  shall  be  required  to  give 
bonds  with  surety,  in  such  sums  as  they 
may  deem  ample.  They  may  choose  a 
bank  as  treasurer  without  bonds. 

SECTION  3 

The  directors  shall  have  power  to  levy 
and  collect  assessments  on  the  capital 
stock,  the  same  to  become  delinquent  in 
thirty  days  from  date  of  notice  in  local 
paper  of  such  assessment.  The  directors 
may  sell  such  delinquent  stock  at  public 


auction  to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash, 
first  giving  thirty  days  notice  of  such 
sale  in  a  local  newspaper,  such  sale  to 
be  made  at  the  door  of  the  office  of  the 
union,  in  Hood  River,  Oregon. 

SECTION  4 
The  directors  shall  employ  such  agents 
and  other  employes  as  are  necessary  to 
do  the  business  of  the  corporation,  and 
shall  fix  the  remuneration. 

SECTION  5 
The  directors  may  refuse  to  receive  for 
shipment  any  fruit  not  considered  prime 
for  any  cause.  They  may  also  refuse  to 
receive  fruit  for  shipment  from  any  per- 
son who  has  not  shipped  with  the  union 
regularly  heretofore  during  the  shipping 
season  for  such  fruit,  when  in  their  judg- 
ment the  receiving  and  shipping  of  the 
same  would  be  detrimental  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  regular  shippers  of  the  union. 

SECTION  6 
The  duties  of  the  secretary  shall  be  to 
keep  all  books  and  accounts  and  records 
of  the  corporation,  and  to  keep  the  min- 
utes of  the  proceedings  of  the  directors' 
and  stockholders'  meetings,  and  to  carry 
on  all  correspondence,  and  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by 
the  board  of  directors. 

SECTION  7 
The  duties  of  the  president  and  vice- 
president  shall  be  the  same  as  are  usually 
required  of  such  officers. 


SECTION  8 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer 
to  receive  and  pay  out  all  funds  of  the 
corporation,  and  to  keep  a  correct 
account  of  the  same. 

SECTION  9 

The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of 
officers  and  the  transaction  of  other 
business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Saturday  in  November  of 
each  year,  in  the  town  of  Hood  River, 
Oregon,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

SECTION  10 

The  president  shall  instruct  the  secre- 
tary to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
whenever  in  his  judgment  the  necessities 
of  the  union  require  it,  by  giving  one 
week's  notice  through  the  local  news- 
paper and  by  posting  notices  in  three 
conspicuous  places. 

SECTION  11 

A  majority  of  the  stock  subscribed, 
upon  which  all  legal  calls  or  assessments 
are  paid  in  full,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  stockholders'  meeting,  and  no 
vote  shall  be  counted  which  is  not  rep- 
resented by  one  share  of  stock  upon 
which  all  calls  or  assessments  have  been 
paid. 

SECTION  12 
These   by-laws  may  be   amended  by 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  stock  upon 
which  all  calls  or  assessments  have  been 
paid  in  full,  at  any  regular  or  called 


Warehouse,  Packing  House  and  Cold  Storage  Plant  of  the  Davidson  Fruit  Co.,  Hood  River,  Oregon.  The  Davidson  Fruit  Co.  is  one  of  the  pioneer  shippers 
of  fancy  fruit  to  the  eastern  markets,  and  the  increasing  which  they  are  doing  necessitated  the  erection  of  a  large  warehouse  and  cold  storage  plant.  The 
cold  storage  plant  has  a  capacity  of  8,ooo  square  feet  floor  space,  and  of  160,000  cubic  feet  storage  capacity,  which  is  space  enough  to  hold  at  one  time  40,000  boxes 
of  apples,  allowing  space  for  the  necessary  alleys  between  the  rows.  This  same  floor  space  will  hold  3,000  tons  of  ice.  The  ice  manufacturing  plant  connected 
with  it  has  a  capacity  of  7  1-2  tons  daily.  The  building  is  so  arranged  that  it  is  cooled  by  direct  ammonia  expansion,  and  also  by  cold  air  draft  which  keeps 
the  air  in  the  storage  rooms  perfectly  dry  and  fresh  at  all  times,  which  is  a  great  advantage  to  any  eatables  that  are  being  stored,  as  the  pure  air  will  keep 
them  in  prime  condition,  The  receiving  and  packing  rooms  on  the  east  side  of  the  building  contain  a  floor  space  of  4,000  feet.  The  building  is  equipped  with 
elevators  and  proper  loading  facilities,  the  floor  of  the  loading  room  being  on  the  same  level  with  the  car  floor,  which  enables  them  to  load  out  cars  quickly. 
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meeting,  provided  that  notice  to  amend 
by-laws  shall  have  been  given  in  the  call 
for  the  meeting.

The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the 
power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may 
occur  in  their  number.

The  objects  for  which  this  corporation 
is  formed,  are  and  shall  be — 

First:  To  own,  buy,  sell,  handle,  deal 
in,  grow,  cultivate,  improve,  and  raise  all 
kinds  of  fruit,  vegetables,  garden  and  field 
products  of  every  kind  and  description. 

Second:  To  own,  buy,  and  acquire  by 
gift,  purchase  or  otherwise,  real  estate;

Fourth:  To  plant  and  cultivate,  either 
for  their  own  profit  and  use,  or  for 
others,  orchards  and  vineyards. 

Fifth :  To  manufacture,  buy,  sell  and 
deal  in  fruit  boxes,  crates,  baskets,  and 
any  and  all  articles  used  in  the  packing, 
shipping  or  handling  of  the  fruit,  vege- 
tables and  other  farm  products. 

Sixth:  To  buy,  sell,  handle  and  deal  in 
spraying  machinery,  and  material  used  in 
the  spraying  of  fruit  trees,  vegetables 
and  other  farm  products.

BY-LAWS   OF   THE  WENATCHEE

ASSOCIATION 

The  following  are  and  shall  be  the 
by-laws  of  the  Wenatchee  Valley  Fruit 
Growers  Association,  and  the  corporation 
shall  be  governed  thereby  in  all  of  its 
transactions  which  are  applicable  thereto, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  articles  of 
incorporation  of  the  company. 

ARTICLE  I — Corporate  Powers 

The  corporate  power  of  this  corpora- 
tion shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  seven 
(7)  trustees,  two  of  whom  shall  reside  at 
Wenatchee,  one  at  Cashmere,  one  at 
Monitor,  one  at  Entiat,  one  at  Orondo 
and  one  at  Malaga,  and  who  at  the  time 
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of  their  election  and  during  the  whole 
period  of  their  incumbency  shall  each  be 
a  stockholder  of  this  corporation. 

ARTICLE  II— Officers 
The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary 
and  treasurer,  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  by.  and  hold  their  respective 
offices  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of 
trustees. 

ARTICLE  III— Vacancies 

All  vacancies  in  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  be  filled  by  the  other  trustees  in 
office,  and  the  person  or  persons  so 
selected  to  fill  such  vacancies  shall  hold 
their  office  or  offices  until  the  next  reg- 
ular annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
of  the  company.

Fourth:  To  incur  indebtedness,  the 
terms  and  amounts  of  which  shall  be 
entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  notes  or  obligations  given 
therefor  shall  be  signed  officially  by  the 
president  and  countersigned  by  the  sec- 
retary, and  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
corporation. 

Fifth:  To  designate  by  resolutions 
passed  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  board, 
a  certain  number  of  its  members  to  con- 
stitute an  executive  committee,  which 
executive    committee    shall    have  such 


power,  duties  and  authority  as  may  be 
expressly  designated  in  the  resolution 
appointing  such  committee. 

ARTICLE  V — Duties  of  Trustees 

First:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trus- 
tees to  cause  to  be  kept  a  complete 
record  of  all  their  meetings  and  acts  and 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  to 
present  a  full  statement  at  the  regular 
annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
showing  in  detail,  the  assets  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  corporation,  and  in  general 
the  condition  of  its  affairs.  A  similar 
statement  shall  be  presented  at  any  other 
meeting  of  the  stockholders, when  thereto 
required,  more  than  three  days  before 
said  meeting,  in  writing  signed  by  per- 
sons holding  more  than  one-half  of  the 
stock  of  the  corporation  actually  issued. 

Second:  To  declare  dividends  out  of 
the  surplus  profits,  if  any  there  be,  when 
such  profits  shall  in  the  opinion  of  the 
trustees,  warrant  dividends  being  paid 
to  the  stockholders;  provided  that  such 
dividends  shall  not  exceed  8  per  cent  per 
annum.

Fifth:  To  meet  immediately  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  and  elect  a  president, 
vice  president,  secretary  and  treasurer, 
and  said  president  and  vice  president 
shall  be  from  their  own  number.  The 
above  mentioned  officers  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  shall  receive  such 
compensation,  only  as  has  been  fixed  by 
the  board  of  trustees,  or  as  may  be  fixed 
and  determined  from  time  to  time  by 
said  board. 

ARTICLE  VI — Duties  of  Officers 

First:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presi- 
dent to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  and  trustees. 

Second:  He  shall  sign  all  certificates 
of   stock   and   all   contracts    and  other 


instruments  of  writing,  and  every  order 
upon  the  treasurer  for  the  paying  out  of 
any  of  the  corporation  funds  whatever. 

Third:  He  shall  call  the  trustees 
together  whenever  he  deems  it  necessary, 
and  shall  have,  subject  to  the  advice  of 
the  trustees,  the  general  supervision  and 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  cor- 
poration and  shall  discharge  such  other 
duties  as  generally  devolve  upon  the 
president. 

Vice  President:  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  vice  president  to  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  president  during  his  absence 
or  inability  to  act,  and  in  case  the  presi- 
dent and  vice  president  shall  from  any

Secretary:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees 
and  stockholders;  to  keep  the  corporation 
seal  and  books  of  the  corporation,  fill 
and  countersign  all  certificates  of  stock 
issued  and  make  the  corresponding  entry 
in  the  margin  or  stub  of  the  stock  book 
on  such  issuance,  and  he  shall  affix  the 
corporate  seal  to  all  papers  requiring  the 
same.  He  shall  draw  all  orders  on  the 
treasurer  for  paying  out  of  the  corporate 
funds,  and  discharge  such  other  and  fur- 
ther duties  as  pertain  to  his  office.

Mr.  Sinsel 
is  one  of  the  progressive  fruit  shippers  of  Idaho  who  helped  bring  Idaho  fruits  to  the  present  high  standard.  The  principal  part  of  the  fruit  he  ships  is  prunes. 
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Saturday  of  March  of  each  year,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  that  day,  at 
which  time  the  trustees  are  to  be  elected 
and  any  and  all  business  pertaining  to 
the  interests  of  the  corporation  may  be 
transacted. 

Second:  Special  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders may  be  called  by  the  president 
at  any  time  and  for  any  purpose,  when 
in  his  judgment,  the  interests  of  the  cor- 
poration may  demand  it,  upon  giving 
notice  thereof  as  herein  provided  for. 
and  the  president  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  whenever  required 
to  do  so,  by  a  petition  of  persons  holding 
more  than  one-half  of  all  the  paid-up 
capital  stock  of  the  corporation  in  man- 
ner and  form  as  herein  provided. 

Third:  It  shall  be  necessary  that  a 
majority  of  the  said  paid-up  stock  be 
represented  in  order  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 
in  any  stockholders'  meeting. 

Trustees'  Meeting:  The  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  immediately  upon  their  elec- 
tion, after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  hold  a 
meeting  at  the  same  place  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  other  officers  of  the 
corporation,  and  shall  hold  such  other

ten  days  before  the  day  of  such  meeting. 

Second:  Notice  of  special  meetings  of 
the  stockholders  shall  be  given  by  mail- 
ing a  copy  thereof  to  the  last  known 
address  of  each  stockholder  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  time  designated  for 
such  meeting. 

Third:  All  notices  herein  provided  for 
shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  such 
meetings,  and  the  object  and  purpose  of 
the  meeting,  and  no  business  shall  be 
transacted  at  any  special  meeting  that 
is  not  fully  set  out  in  the  notice,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  and  all  business 
may  be  done  at  the  annual  meeting, 
except  the  changing  of  the  articles  _  of 
incorporation,  or  these  by-laws,  which 
can  only  be  done  upon  giving  notice  as 
provided  for  in  special  meetings. 

Fourth:  Meetings  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the 
president  and  secretary  as  follows: 

Notice  thereof  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary  and  personally 
served  upon  each  of  the  members  of  the 
board,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before 
the  time  of  such  meeting,  if  the  where- 
abouts of  the  members  of  the  board  are 
known  to  the  president  and  secretary, 
and  if  not,  then  by  mailing  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  last  known  address  of 
each  trustee,  at  least  three  days  prior  to 
said  meeting,  which  notice  shall  state 
the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  said 
board  of  trustees,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary,  or  by  some 
person  acting  for  and  in  their  stead 
during  their  absence  or  inability  to  act.

ARTICLE  IX— Manner  of  Voting 
First:  At  all  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders, each  stockholder,  either  by 
person  or  by  proxy,  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  he 
owns,  provided,  however,  that  no  stock- 
holder shall  be  allowed  more  than  five 
(5)  votes,  disregarding  the  number  of 
shares  he  may  own  above  five,  or  if  a 
person  be  voting  by  proxy,  such  proxy 
must  be  in  writing  and  filed  with  the 
secretary  at  least  one  hour  before  time 
for  the  convening  of  such  meeting,  and 
shall  be  given  for  one  meeting  only.

ment, and  upon  such  announcement 
being  made,  shall  declare  the  persons 
receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
elected  trustees  of  this  corporation,  and 
such  declaration  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 

Voting  by  Proxy:  The  stockholder 
who  desires  to  exercise  his  right  to  vote 
his  stock  by  proxy  must  furnish  his 
attorney  or  agent  with  written  authority 
to  act  for  him,  so  as  to  assure  the  cor- 
poration that  the  attorney  or  agent  is 
acting  by  authority  of  the  principal. 
Such  authority  or  proxy  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  and  filed  with  the  secretary  of 
the  corporation  and  shall  remain  upon 
file  with  the  secretary. 

A  committee  of  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  be  appointed  upon  the  calling  of 
the  meeting  to  order  of  any  stockholders' 
meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
and  passing  upon  the  validity  of  all  cre- 
dentials authorizing  parties  to  vote  as 
proxy,  and  to  report  upon  the  validity  of 
the  same,  and  the  approval  or  rejection 
of  such  report  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X 

The  books  and  papers  of  this  corpora- 
tion shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  secre- 
tary and  be  open  for  inspection  at  all 


times  during  the  business  hours  of  all 
days  except  legal  holidays. 

ARTICLE  XI 

These  by-laws  may  be  altered  or 
amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  called  for  that  purpose, 
upon  due  notice  first  having  been  given, 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  stockholders 
present  at  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XII 

These  by-laws  shall  be  in  force  and 
effect  after  they  have  been  approved  by 
the  board  of  trustees,'  and  shall  be  the 
governing  and  controlling  authority  for 
the  proceedings  of  the  board  until  they 
shall  be  modified,  amended  or  changed 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
of  the  corporation,  called  for  that  pur- 
pose, upon  due  notice  being  given  as 
required  herein.

ARTICLE  I — Stockholders 
Section  1.  The  first  regular  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  of  this  Association  shall

The 
packing  house  is  very  large  and  convenient,  with 
good  light,  which  enables  packers  to  do  good  work. 


To  promote  the  interest  of  producers 
of  fruits  and  other  food  products  of 
Central  Washington,  by  collecting  and 
disseminating  information  and  statistics 
bearing  upon  the  preparation  and  mar- 
keting of  said  products;  to  establish 
uniformity  in  methods  of  grading  and 
packing;  and  to  develop  markets. 

To  own  real  estate  and  personal  prop- 
erty in  its  own  name;  to  acquire  by  deed, 
gift,  will,  grant  or  otherwise,  lands,  ten- 
ements and  hereditaments,  and  to  sell,

ARTICLE  I 

Section  1.  This  organization  shall  be 
known  as  the  "Yakima  County  Horticul- 
tural Union."

Vacancies  on  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by 
the  remaining  trustees,  and  the  person 
so  appointed  shall  qualify  forthwith  and 
hold  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  an  annual  stockholders' 
meeting  is  not  held,  or  if  held,  in  case  a 
board  of  trustees  shall  not  be  elected  for 
the  ensuing  year,  such  trustees  may  be 
elected  at  a  special  stockholders' meeting 
called  for  that  purpose  at  any  time  upon 
notice  as  hereinafter  provided  for  a  spe- 
cial stockholders'  meeting,  and  the  trus- 
tees so  elected  shall  qualify  forthwith 
and  hold  office  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  stockholders. 

Section  6.  The  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  power: 

a.  To  call  special  meetings  of  the 
stockholders. 

b.  To  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure, 
all  subordinate  officers,  agents  and  em- 
ployees of  the  corporation,  prescribe 
their  duties,  fix  their  compensation  and 
require  from  them  security  for  faithful 
service. 

c.  To  conduct,  control  and  manage  the 
business  and  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  the  by-laws  or  the  laws 
of    the  State  of    Washington,  for  the 


guidance  of  the  officers,  agents  and 
employees  of  the  corporation,  and  for 
the  management  of  its  business. 

d.  To  authorize  the  expenditure  of 
moneys  and  funds  of  the  corporation  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  its  business 
and  the  protection  of  its  property  and 
rights. 

e.  To  incur  indebtedness  on  behalf  of 
the  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  car- 
rying on  its  business  or  for  the  protection 
of  its  property  and  rights.  The  terms 
and  amount  of  such  indebtedness  and 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  created  shall 
be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  board; 
and  any  note  or  obligation  given  for 
the  same,  signed  officially  by  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  under  authority  of 
the  board,  shall  be  binding  on  the  cor- 
poration. 

f.  To  designate  depositories  for  the 
funds  of  the  corporation;  to  require 
security  from  any  officer  of  the  corpor- 
ation for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties. 

g.  To  do  any  and  all  other  things  in 
these  by-laws  directed,  or  which  may  be 
necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
business  of  the  corporation  or  the  pro- 
tection of  its  property  and  rights,  not 
inconsistent  with  these  by-laws  or  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Washington. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  trustees: 

a.  To  cause  to  be  kept  a  complete  rec- 
ord of  all  its  acts  and  proceedings,  and 
of  the  meetings  and  proceedings  of  the 
stockholders. 

b.  To  supervise  the  officers,  agents 
and  employes  of  the  corporation,  and 
see  that  their  duties  are  properly  per- 
formed. 

c.  To  declare  and  pay  dividends  to  the 
stockholders  of  the  surplus  profits  of 
the  corporation,  when  such  profits,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  trustees,  warrant  the 
same;  provided,  the  trustees  shall  not  be 
required  to  distribute  in  the  way  of  divi- 
dends, any  surplus  profits  of  the  cor- 
porate business  which  the  stockholders 
by  resolution,  may  authorize  to  be 
retained  and  used  in  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  corporation,  or  which 
such  stockholders  may  authorize  to  be 
permanently  invested  in  property  for  the 
use  of  the  corporation. 

d.  Perform  all  other  duties  enjoined  by 
these  by-laws. 

Sec.  8.  The  trustees  of  the  corporation 
shall  receive  in  full  compensation  for 
their  services  in  attendance  upon  regular 
trustees'  meetings  in  conducting,  man- 
aging and  supervising  the  business  of 
the  corporation,  the  sum  of  $1.50  per  day 
for  each  and  every  day  necessarily 
devoted  to  such  attendance. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  cor- 
poration shall  be  a  president,  a  vice- 
president,  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  When  a  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  been  elected  at  any  stockholders' 
meeting,  the  members  thereof  shall 
qualify  at  once,  and  the  board  shall 
forthwith  proceed  to  hold  a  meeting  and 
shall  organize  by  the  election  of  one  of 
its  members  as  president,  one  as  vice- 
president,  one  as  secretary  and  one  as 
treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  All  officers  shall  hold  office 
and  serve  for  the  term  for  which  they 
were  elected  to  act  as  trustees,  except 
that  the  board  of  trustees  may  reorgan- 
ize as  often  as  a  change  in  membership 
may  render  the  same  necessary. 

Sec.  4.  The  president  shall  be  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  corporation.  He 
shall: 

a.  Preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  trus- 
tees and  stockholders. 
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b.  Sign,  as  president,  all  certificates  of 
stock. 

c.  Execute  on  behalf  of  the  corporation 
all  deeds,  contracts  or  other  instruments 
requiring  such  signature. 

d.  Sign  all  orders  on  the  treasurer  for 
the  payment  of  moneys. 

e.  Call  special  meetings  of  the  board 
of  trustees  when  he  shall  deem  it  proper; 
and 

f.  Generally,  do  and  perform  all  acts 
and  things  usually  devolving  upon  an 
executive  and  presiding  officer. 

Sec.  5.  The  vice-president  shall,  in 
case  of  absence  or  disability  of  the  presi- 
dent, perform  all  the  duties  herein  pre- 
scribed for  such  president. 

Sec.  6.  The  secretary  shall  be  the 
recording  officer  of  the  corporation.  He 
shall: 

a.  Keep  a  complete  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board  of  trustees  and  of 
all  meetings  of  the  stockholders. 

b.  Keep  the  corporate  seal  of  the  cor- 
poration and  affix  it  to  all  instruments 
executed  on  behalf  of  the  corporation 
which  require  such  seal. 

c.  Attest  the  signature  of  the  corpor- 
ation on  all  deeds,  contracts  or  other 
instruments  to  which  it  may  be  a  party. 

d.  Keep  a  book  containing  the  names 
of  all  persons,  alphabetically  arranged, 
who  are  or  shall  be  stockholders  of  the 
corporation,  and  showing  the  number  of 
shares  held  by  them,  respectively,  and 
the  time  when  they  became  the  owners 
of  the  shares. 

e.  Serve  all  notices  required  by  law  or 
these  by-laws,  or  as  directed  by  the 
board  of  trustees  or  president. 

f.  Make  full  report  of  all  matters  and 
business  pertaining  to  his  office  to  the 
stockholders  at  their  annual  meeting. 

g.  Make  special  reports  of  matters 
pertaining  to  his  office,  when  requested 
thereto  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

h.  Have  charge  of  and  safely  keep  a 
copy  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  and 
of  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  and 
all  books,  records,  deeds,  contracts  or 
other  instruments,  papers  and  files  of 
the  corporation. 

i.  He  shall  keep  a  true  and  correct 
record  of  all  moneys  received  by  him 
for  the  corporation,  and  pay  the  same  to 
the  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  there- 
for; and 

j.  Perform  and  discharge  such  other 
duties  as  pertain  to  such  office  and  as 
are  or  may  be  prescribed  by  the  trustees, 
these  by-laws  or  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Washington. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  of  the  absence,  disabil- 
ity or  refusal  to  act  of  the  secretary  at 
any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  or 
board  of  trustees,  any  stockholder  may, 
by  appointment  of  those  present,  or  of 
the  chairman  of  the  meeting,  keep  a  true 
record  of  all  proceedings  occurring 
thereat,  sign  the  same  as  secretary  pro 
tern,  and  deliver  such  record  to  the  sec- 
retary at  his  earliest  convenience. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
treasurer: 

a.  To  receive  and  safely  keep  all  funds 
of  the  corporation.  He  shall  deposit 
such  funds  in  a  bank  or  banks  to  be  des- 
ignated by  the  board  of  trustees  as 
depositories  of  the  funds  of  the  corpor- 
ation, and  such  moneys  or  funds  shall 
only  be  paid  out  by  check  or  order 
signed  in  the  name  of  the  corporation 
by  such  treasurer. 

b.  He  shall  make  an  annual  statement 
of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out,  and 
shall  file  the  same  with  the  secretary, 
which  annual  statement  shall  be  so 
made  and  submitted  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  stockholders,  and  shall  cover  and 


include  the  business  of  the  preceding 
year. 

c.  He  shall  also  make  special  reports 
concerning  the  moneys  and  funds  of  the 
corporation,  when  directed  thereto  by 
resolution  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

d.  He  shall  sign  and  deliver  checks 
upon  the  depositories  of  the  corporation 
for  the  payment  of  moneys  due  by  it 
only  upon  orders  signed  by  the  president 
and  countersigned  by  the  secretary. 

Sec.  9.  In  addition  to  the  officers 
hereinbefore  named  and  provided  for. 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  select  and  employ  a 
competent  manager  of  the  business  of 
the  corporation,  who  shall  have  per- 
sonal charge  of  buying,  selling,  market- 
ing, storing  and  handling  of  the  goods, 
wares,  merchandise,  products  and 
articles  handled,  bought,  sold,  shipped 
or  stored,  and  which  said  manager  shall 
at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  board  of  trustees  and  shall  act  under 
their  supervision,  and  shall  be  hired  and 
discharged  by  such  board  of  trustees  at 
their  pleasure.  Said  manager  shall  at  all 
times  keep  true  and  correct  books  of 
account  with  all  persons  doing  business 
with  or  through  the  corporation,  and  of 
all  the  business  of  the  corporation,  and 
he  shall  make  and  render  to  the  board, 
at  its  regular  meeting  in  each  month,  a 
true  report  of  all  the  business  of  the 
preceding  month,  and  shall  make  special 
reports  as  to  the  business  of  the  corpor- 
ation under  his  control  and  management 
when  requested  thereto  by  the  board  of 
trustees.  The  accounts  and  books  of 
said  manager  shall  be  audited  at  such 
times  as  the  board  of  trustees  may 
direct,  and  by  such  person  as  they  shall 
see  fit  to  employ  or  appoint.  Said  man- 
ager shall  be  paid  such  compensation 
for  his  services  as  shall  be  determined 
and  allowed  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  he  shall  give  to  the  corporation 
such  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  the  said  board  may  direct. 
ARTICLE  IV 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Saturday  of  January 
of  each  year,  at  the  hour  of  10  o'clock 
a.  m.,  at  the  office  of  the  corporation  in 
the  City  of  North  Yakima,  Washington. 

Sec.  2.  Such  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of: 

a.  Electing  a  full  board  of  trustees  for 
the  ensuing  term  of  one  year. 

b.  Hearing  the  reports  of  the  various 
officers  of  the  corporation;  and 

c.  Acting  upon  any  other  question 
which  may  affect  the  business  or  wel- 
fare of  the  corporation,  or  which  may 
require  the  action  of  its  stockholders. 

Sec.  3.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  shall  be  given  by 
the  secretary  by  written  or  printed 
notice  mailed  to  each  stockholder,  post- 
age prepaid,  at  his  last  known  address 
as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  corpora- 
tion, which  notice  shall  state  the  time, 
place  and  purpose  of  the  meeting,  and 
shall  be  mailed  as  above  provided  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  date  of  such 
meeting. 

Sec.  4.  Special  stockholders'  meetings 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  any  mat- 
ter or  transacting  any  business  requiring 
their  action,  or  which  may  be  necessary 
or  proper  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
corporation  to  the  fullest  extent,  may 
be  called  by  resolution  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  duly  passed  and  spread  upon 
the  minutes  of  said  board  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting  of  the  board,  and 
notice  shall  be  given  to  each  stockholder 
of  the   corporation,  which  notice  shall 


be  written  or  printed,  mailed  to  such 
stockholders,  postage  prepaid,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  time  set  for  such 
special  meeting,  and  stating  the  time 
when,  and  the  olace  where,  such  meet- 
ing shall  be  held,  and  the  objects  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  No  stockholders'  meeting  shall 
be  competent  to  transact  business  unless 
forty  per  cent  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  corporation  shall  be  represented 
thereat,  either  in  the  person  of  its  holder 
or  by  proxy  duly  appointed,  except  that 
such  meeting  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day  or  to  a  day  certain. 

Sec.  6.  At  all  corporate  meetings,  each 
stockholder  present,  in  person  or  by 
duly  appointed  proxy,  shall  be  entitled 
to  as  many  votes  as  he  owns  shares  of 
stock  in  the  corporation. 

Sec.  7.  A  stockholder  desiring  to 
exercise  his  right  to  vote  at  any  meet- 
ing by  proxy  shall  furnish  to  his  agent 
such  written  evidence  of  the  latter's 
right  to  act  for  him  as  will  reasonably 
assure  the  corporation  that  the  agent 
is  acting  by  authority  of  his  principal. 
Such  proxy  shall  be  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  stockholder  giving  the 
same,  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney 
in  fact,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  sec- 
retary of  the  corporation,  or  with  the 
secretary  pro  tern  of  the  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  All  elections  of  trustees  shall 
be  by  ballot.  The  ballots  cast  shall 
have  written  or  printed  thereon,  the 
names  of  the  person  or  persons  selected 
by  the  voter  and  the  number  of  votes 
cast  for  such  person  or  persons. 

Sec.  9.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  at  the 
office  of  the  corporation,  in  North  Yak- 
ima, Washington,  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  January  of  each  year,  at  the  hour  of 
10  o'clock  a.  m. 

Sec.  10.  Regular  meetings  of  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Saturday  of  each  month,  at  the  office 
of  the  company  in  North  Yakima,  Wash- 
ington, at  the  hour  of  7:30  o'clock  p.  m., 
at  which  meeting  may  be  transacted  any 
business  properly  coming  before  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  11.  No  notices  of  the  annual  or 
regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  be  necessary. 

Sec.  12.  Special  meetings  of  the  board 
of  trustees  may  be  called  by  the  presi- 
dent, when  he  shall  deem  it  necessary, 
by  notice  to  each  trustee  in  writing 
personally  served  upon  such  trustee,  or 
by  similar  written  notice  mailed  to  each 
trustee  at  his  place  of  residence  as 
shown  by  the  books  of  the  corporation, 
at  least  three  days  before  the  date  of 
such  meeting;  provided  the  president 
shall  be  compelled  to  call  such  meeting 
upon  written  request  of  three  trustees. 

Sec.  13.  Special  meetings  of  the  board 
of  trustees  may  be  held  at  any  time  and 
for  any  purpose  by  consent  of  all  the 
trustees,  expressed  in  writing  and  filed 
with  the  secretary. 

Sec.  14.  Any  stockholders'  meeting, 
either  annual  or  special  and  any  trus- 
tees' meeting  either  annual,  regular  or 
special,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day 
or  to  a  day  certain,  either  because  of 
unfinished  business  or  in  anticipation  of 
matters  and  business  which  may  arise  to 
require  the  action  of  such  stockholders 
or  trustees,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  fact 
of  every  adjournment  and  the  time  and 
place  to  which  it  is  taken,  shall  be  noted 
on  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  and  no 
notice  of  any  adjourned  meeting  shall  be 
necessary.  The  objects  and  powers  of  any 
meeting  shall  not  be  enlarged  by  adjourn- 
ment so  as  to  permit  an  adjourned  meet- 
ing to  act  upon  any  question  or  matter 
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which  could  not  have  come  before  the 
original  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1.  Shares  of  stock  in  this  cor- 
poration shall  be  transferable  by  endorse- 
ment on  the  certificate  thereof  by  the 
holder  of  the  stock,  or  by  attorney  legally 
constituted,  or  by  the  legal  representative 
of  such  holder,  but  no  transfer  shall  be 
valid,  except  as  between  the  parties 
thereto,  until  the  surrender  of  the  cer- 
tificate to  the  corporation,  and  the  entry 
of  the  transfer  on  its  books,  so  as  to 
show  the  names  of  the  parties,  by  and 
to  whom  transferred,  the  numbers  and 
designation  of  the  shares  and  the  date 
of  the  transfer. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Section  1.  All  moneys  and  funds  of 
the  corporation  received  by  the  manager 
shall  be  deposited,  held,  used  and  dis- 
bursed by  him  under  authority  and 
direction  of  the  board  of  trustees  in  car- 
rying on  the  business  of  the  corporation 
and  in  settling  and  paying  the  ordinary 
accounts  of  the  corporation,  or  in  settling 
and  liquidating  its  accounts  with  its 
members  and  others  doing  business  with 
or  through  the  corporation;  provided  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  require  such 
manager  to  turn  over  and  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  corporation,  at  stated 
and  regular  intervals  all  surplus  funds 
then  in  his  hands  over  and  above  an 
amount  necessary  to  meet  the  current 
expenses  and  accounts  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  All  payments  of  moneys  made 
by  the  corporation  for  any  purpose, 
except  as  may  be  made  by  the  manager 
under  authority  of  the  board  of  trustees 


in  the  conduct  of  the  ordinary  business 
of  the  corporation,  as  above  provided, 
shall  be  by  check  or  order  drawn  on  the 
depositories  in  the  name  of  the  corpora- 
tion by  the  treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  The  manager  shall  cause  to  be 
kept  a  complete  record  of  the  time 
devoted  to  the  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion by  all  clerks,  laborers  or  employes. 
ARTICLE  VII 

Section  1.  All  written  contracts,  deeds 
and  other  instruments  affecting  the  cor- 
poration, its  rights  or  property,  before 
the  same  shall  be  binding  upon  the  cor- 
poration, shall  be  signed  on  its  behalf 
by  the  president  and  attested  by  the  sec- 
retary with  its  corporate  seal  attached; 
and  the  president  is  hereby  authorized 
to  sign  and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the 
corporation  all  contracts,  deeds  and 
other  instruments  in  writing  affecting 
the  corporation  or  its  property  which 
shall  be  authorized  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees; and  the  secretary  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  attest  all  such  instruments,  and 
to  attach  the  corporate  seal  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  All  minutes  of  the  meetings 
and  of  the  proceedings  of  the  stock- 
holders of  the  corporation,  or  its  board 
of  trustees,  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent or  chairman  presiding  at  the  meet- 
ing, and  attested  by  its  secretary,  or 
secretary  pro  tern,  keeping  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  The  business  year  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  commence  with  the  Mon- 
day after  the  first  Saturday  in  January 
of  each  year,  and  end  with  the  Monday 
after  the  first  Saturday  in  January  of 
the    succeeding    year,    and    all  annual 


reports  of  officers  shall  be  for  the  past 
business  year. 

Sec.  4.  The  corporate  seal  of  this  cor- 
poration is.  and  until  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be.  an 
impression  upon  paper,  bearing  the 
words,  "Yakima  County  Horticultural 
Union,"  and  of  the  following  style  and 
form,  to-wit:  (Seal) 

ARTICLE  VIII 
'  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any 
annual  stockholders'  meeting,  or  at  any 
special  stockholders'  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
all  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation. 


C  RED  YOHANN,  of  Marksburg,  Ore- 
*■  gon,  puts  forth  the  idea  in  a  commun- 
ication to  the  Oregon  City  Courier  that 
the  spraying  laws  are  enacted  mostly  for 
the  benefit  of  those  who  manufacture  the 
necessary  material,  and  for  a  few  office 
seekers  who  ride  around  over  the  coun- 
try in  hired  carriages  smoking  10c  cigars, 
and  wearing  kid  gloves  and  a  cuff  for  a 
collar  at  our  expense.  It  is  no  wonder 
when  hearing  such  expressions  from  a 
fruit  grower  in  the  Willamette  Valley 
that  the  fruit  industry  in  that  beautiful 
valley  has  not  progressed  any  faster  than 
it  has.  It  is  evident  that  there  are  not 
many  such  opinions  as  to  the  value  of 
spraying  fruit  trees  in  the  Willamette 
Valley,  for  the  recent  meetings  held 
through  the  entire  length  of  the  valley 
prove  that  the  fruit  growers  are  waking 
up  and  beginning  to  realize  the  oppor- 
tunity that  they  have  to  get  good  prices 
for  their  good  fruit. 


Rockland  Fruit  Farm,  North  Yakima 
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AT  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Union 
Berry  Shippers  Association,  of  Puy- 
allup,  Wash.,  the  following  prices  for 
berries  were  announced:  Raspberries — 
Pool  1,  478y2  crates  brought  net  to  the^ 
grower  $1,009.63,  or  $2.11  per  crate;  Pool 
2.  14.876  crates,  net  to  the  growers  $13.- 
685.92,  or  92c  per  crate;  total  number  of 
crates,  15,354*4;  raspberries  to  the  can- 
nery, 38,774  pounds,  net  to  the  growers 
at  3c  per  pound  $1,163.22,  making  1,846^ 
crates  of  21  pounds  each,  on  which  a 
commission  of  six  cents  per  crate  was 
deducted  for  handling  and  six  cents  per 
crate  for  15,354^2  crates  which  did  not 
go  to  the  cannery;  total  raspberries 
shipped  during  season.  15,354^4  crates; 
to  cannery,  1, 846*4  crates;  total  number 
crates,  17,201  crates.  Blackberries — Pool 
1.  4,257%  crates,  brought  net  to  growers 
$6,843.30,  $1.49  crate;  Pool  2,  1,578  crates, 
net  to  growers  $1,940.94,  or  $1.23  crate; 
total  number  of  crates  blackberries 
shipped.  5, 835*4;  blackberries  to  the  can- 
nery, 37.472  pounds. 

THE  sale  of  nursery  stock  in  the  State 
of  Oregon  the  past  year  amounted  to 
three  million  trees,  and  one  million  vines 
and  bushes.  There  are  about  1,100  acres 
of  nursery  stock  at  the  present  time.  The 
estimated  value  of  orchard  products  in 
Oregon  in  1906  was  $1,003,000.  There 
are  about  900  acres  in  blackberries  and 
dewberries;  210  acres  in  currants;  265 
acres  in  gooseberries;- 2,117  acres  in  rasp- 
berries and  loganberries,  and  of  other 
fruits  350  acres.  The  estimated  number 
of  apple,  apricot,  cherry,  plum  and  peach 
trees  in  the  state  is  6,510,000. 

I  UTHER  BURBANK,  the  California 
wizard,  is  soon  to  publish  in  several 
volumes  the  scientific  methods  of  pro- 
cedure followed  by  him  in  the  creation 
of  new  fruits  and  flowers.  Mr.  Burbank 
is  getting  so  many  requests  from  all  over 
the  world  for  a  work  of  that  kind  that 
he  has  at  last  consented  to  stand  sponsor 
for  it.  It  will  be  in  ten  volumes,  and 
Mr.  Burbank  hopes  to  furnish  complete 
descriptions  of  his  labors  in  creating 
new  plants  and  flowers. 

THE  Mason  County  Fruit  and  Produce 
Union  recently  at  their  regular  meet- 
ing elected  the  following  officers:  A.  A. 
Linton,  president;  S.  Shoemaker,  secre- 
tary; A.  M.  Frost,  treasurer.  The  head- 
quarters of  this  union  is  Shelton,  Wash. 
The  business  of  the  previous  year  was 
very  satisfactory  to  the  members,  who 
realized  30%  better  prices  for  orchard 
products  since  marketing  through  the 
union. 

J  N  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Utah  State 
1  Board  of  Horticulture  it  was  resolved 
that  the  Oregon-Idaho  standard  box  of 
apples  be  adopted,  it  being  considered 
the  most  suitable  means  of  putting  up 
apples  for  the  promotion  of  the  fruit 
industry  and  the  securing  a  uniformity 
of  pack  in  the  Western  states.  The 
boxes  used  will  be  10^4x11^2x18  inches, 
and  10x11x20  inches  inside  measurement. 

IN  a  recent  meeting  of  the  fruit  growers 
1  of  the  Okanogan  Valley  a  fruit  grow- 
ers association  was  formed.  Constitution 
and  by-laws  were  adopted,  and  the  fol- 
lowing officers  elected:  W.  E.  Kirkpat- 
rick.  president;  Jack  Evans,  secretary; 
H.  O.  Hint,  vice-president;  G.  E.  Baker, 
vice-president;  Ben  Ross,  vice-president; 
Harry  J.  Kerr,  treasurer. 


MR.  E.  L.  STEWART,  the  successful 
apple  grower  of  Prosser,  Wash.,  in 
a  recent  address  gave  the  following  data 
of  his  six  acres  of  Spitzenbergs  and  Red 
Cheek  Pippins  planted  eleven  years  ago: 
Labor,  including  irrigating,  spraying, 
pruning,  scraping  tree  trunks  and  clean- 
ing bands.  $82.50;  paris  green,  $65.80; 
lime,  $30.00;  picking,  $275.60;  hauling, 
$321.35;  grading,  $139.75;  making  boxes, 
$56.00;  packing,  $219.60;  box  shooks  and 
nails,  $525.25;  paper,  $200.00;  total,  $1,- 
913.15.  The  receipts  in  1906  from  mer- 
chantable apples  were  $5,991.40,  and 
from  off-grade  apples  $275.55;  total,  $6,- 
266.95.  Less  expenses  of  $1,913.15,  gives 
net  returns  of  $4,353.80,  or  over  $722  per 
acre.  This  orchard  paid  a  net  profit  of 
$400.00  per  acre  in  1905,  $400.00  per  acre 
in  1904,  and  $200.00  per  acre  in  1903, 
making  an  aggregate  net  profit  in  four 
years  of  $1,725.00  per  acre.  We  have 
been  spraying  .  for  eight  years.  From 
1899  to  1902  inclusive  we  used  liquid 
spray  alone,  saving  about  75%  to  80% 
of  our  apples.  From  1903  to  1905  we  used 
the  liquid  spray  in  connection  with  the 
band  traps,  and  with  six  sprayings,  based 
on  a  knowledge  of  the  habits  of  the 
codlin  moth  acquired  by  a  careful  study 
of  our  own  place,  we  were  successful  in 
saving  from  85%  to  90%  of  our  apples. 

TTHE  Whatcom  County  Fruit  Growers 
'  Association  and  the  Market  Associa- 
tion in  a  joint  session  formed  a  new 
institution  to  be  known  as  the  Whatcom 
County  Fruit  and  Produce  Association. 
It  is  a  stock  company,  capitalized  at

E.  Kale,  vice-president;  David  Hintz, 
secretary;  Nels  Jacobsen,  treasurer. 

C  RED  H.  HOPKINS,  one  of  the  prom- 
*  inent  fruit  growers  of  Medford, 
Oregon,  recently  received  a  cable  from 
Dennis  &  Sons,  Covent  Garden,  England, 
that  a  car  of  Newtowns  shipped  by  him 
were  sold  at  an  average  net  figure  of 
$2.38  f.  o.  b.  shipping  point.  Those  fig- 
ures are  gratifying  to  the  fruit  growers 
who  take  lots  of  pains  to  put  fancy  fruit 
on  the  market. 

QNE  of  the  largest  deals  in  real  estate 
was  recently  consummated  when  the 
Yakima  Orchard  Highlands  Company 
bought  480  acres  of  some  of  the  choicest 
fruit  land  coming  under  the  Tieton  Gov- 
ernment irrigating  canal.  The  corpora- 
tion is  a  company  with  a  capital  stock 
of  $40,000,  of  400  shares,  par  value  $100 
each.

AN  act  to  prevent  the  false  branding 
or  marking  of,  or  false  representa- 
tion with  reference  to  fruits  grown 
in  the  State  of  Oregon,  or  elsewhere, 
and  to  provide  penalties  for  the  violation 
thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Oregon: 

Section  1.   Any  person,  firm,  associa- 
tion or  corporation  engaged  in  growing, 
selling  or  packing  green  fruits  of  any 
kind  within  the  State  of  Oregon,  shall 
be  required,  upon  packing  any  such  fruit 
for  market,  whether  intended  for  sale 
within  or  without  the  State  of  Oregon, 
to  stamp,  mark  or  label  plainly  on  the 
outside  of  every  box  or  package  of  green\ 
fruit,  so  packed,  the  name  and  postoffice  \ 
address  of  the  person,  firm,  association 
or  corporation  packing  the  same;  pro- 
vided, further,  that  when  the  grower  of  \ 
such  fruit  be  other  than,  the  packer  of  j 
the  same,  the  name  and  postoffice  address  j 
of  such  grower  shall  also  prominently  / 
appear  upon  such  box  or  package  as  the/ 
grower  of  such  fruit. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
dealer,  commission  merchant,  shipper  or 
vendor,  by  means  of  any  false  represen- 
tations whatever,  either  verbal,  printed 
or  written,  to  represent  or  pretend  that 
any  fruits  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this 
act  were  raised,  produced  or  packed  by 
any  person  or  corporation,  or  in  any 
locality,  other  than  by  the  person  or 
corporation,  or  in  the  locality  where  the 
same  were  in  fact  raised,  produced  or 
packed,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  dealer,  commission  mer- 
_  chant,  shipper,  vendor  or  other  person\ 
shall  have  in  his  possession  any  of  such] 
fruits  so  falsely  marked  or  labeled  con-l 
trary  to  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of 
this  act,  the  possession  by  such  dealer, 
commission  merchant,  shipper,  vendor 
or  other  person,  of  any  such  fruits  so 
falsely  marked  or  labeled  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  such  dealer,  commis- 
sion merchant,  shipper,  vendor  or  other 
person  has  so  falsely  marked  or  labeled/ 
such  fruits. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor 
more  than  $500.00.  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.

Confirmation  of  Verbal  Notice 

Always  promptly  confirm  by  letter 
any  important  telephone  or  verbal  com- 
munication to  any  agent  or  representa- 
tive of  the  carrier,  because  by  so  doing, 
you  will  always  be  able  to  almost  con- 
clusively corroborate  the  notice  or  com- 
munication if  necessary;  otherwise,  you 
are  always  certain  to  be  met  with  a 
denial  when  unable  to  prove  an  affirm- 
ative. Actual  experience  in  the  prose- 
cution of  thousands  of  loss  and  damage 
claims  has  shown  the  great  value  of 
uniformly  observing  this  rule. 

Icing  Contracts 

Several  of  the  great  refrigerator  car 
lines,  such  as  the  A.  R.  T.  Company, 
S.  F.  R.  D.  Company  and  Armour  Car 
Lines  (a  New  Jersey  corporation)  not 
only  provide  refrigerator  cars  to  ship- 
pers, but  also  engage  to  ice  them  through 
to  destination  over  all  lines  of  railway, 
collecting  for  such  service  either  direct 
by  bill  or  draft  upon  the  consignee  or 
shipper,  or  more  frequently,  through  the 
local  freight  agent  of  the  delivering  line. 
As  these  companies  often  permit  these 
cars  to  run  out  of  ice  in  transit  but  fully 
ice  the  same  just  before  arrival,  the 
owner  is  unable  to  successfully  maintain 
his  claim  for  loss  against  the  delivering 
line,  because  the  evidence  would  show 
the  car  to  be  fully  iced  on  delivery  and 
he  would  have  no  means  of  proving 
where  the  loss  did,  in  fact,  occur,  and 
would  therefore  be  without  recourse  or 
remedy.  If,  however,  he  could  but  prove 
an  actual  agreement  between  himself  and 
such  refrigerator  car  line  or  company 
directly  and  plainly  providing  for  the 
icing  of  the  car  through  to  destination, 
he  would  always  be  able  to  recover  from 
such  company  and  thus  enforce  payment 
of  just  claims  of  this  nature.

Choice — Should  not  be  less  than  two 
and  one-fourth  (2*4)  inches  in  diameter, 
and  reasonably  free  from  worms.  In 
other  words,  only  stock  a  little  below 
fancy.  Throw  away  your  trash,  it  won't 
pay  freight.  We  also  advise  using  the 
diamond  pack. 

We  will  ship  only  the  fancy  grade  of 
summer  apples,  as  this  stock  has  to  be 
placed  on  the  Colorado  markets,  and  the 
choice  grade  would  be  unprofitable, 
besides  demoralizing  the  market.  When 
Wealthy  apples  commence  to  move  we 
may  be  able  to,  handle  the  choice  grade, 
but  positively  will  not  ship  choice  grade 
of  the  earlier  varieties.

Choice — This  grade  should  consist  of 
pears  which  are  slightly  scarred,  other- 
wise defective  and  reasonably  free  from 
worms;  not  culls.  In  fact,  stock  that  is 
only  a  little  below  the  fancy  grade. 

Plums  and  Prunes 

The  large  fancy  Hungarian.  Italian, 
Botan,  Green  Gage,  Egg,  etc.,  are  put  up 
in  four-basket  crates,  well  filled,  gross 
weight  twenty-eight  pounds  or  more. 
Small  varieties.  Wild  Goose,  Mariana, 
Damson  and  the  smaller  plums  of  all 
varieties  in  two  and  one-half  (2J/2)  inch 
boxes,  well  filled,  gross  weight  eighteen 
pounds  or  more. 

Grapes 

Concords  in  eight-pound  Climax  bas- 
kets and  should  be  well  -filled.  Muscat. 
Rose  Peru.  Tokay.  Purple  Damascus, 
Black  Hamburg,  in  four-basket  crates, 
same  as  California  and  must  weigh  2S 
pounds  or  more  gross.  See  rule  for 
packing  grapes.  The  California  pack  of 
plums. '  prunes  and  grapes  average  much 
heavier  than  our  pack. 

Canteloupes 

Standard  crates  must  be  packed  three 
rows  each  side  and  five  melons  length- 
wise, which  will  make  45  melons  to  the 
crate. 

Pony,  same  as  standard,  except  six 
melons  long,  which  will  make  54  melons 
to  the  crate.  Canteloupes  must  be  care- 
fully picked  at  least  once  a  day. 

Put  your  number,  variety  and  grade 
on  the  upper  left  hand  corner  of  the 
blank  end  of  the  box. 

Any  one  who  does  not  know  when  to 
pick  fruit  or  how  to  pack  it  should 
consult  with  our  inspectors  or  their 
neighbors. 

To  Dealers — In  ordering  peaches  by 
wire  or  letter,  the  different  grades  will 
be  known  as  extra,  fancy  and  choice. 
We  guarantee  our  pack  to  grade  as 
above,  and  in  case  they  do  not,  please 
advise  us,  giving  stencil  number.

WE  had  intended  publishing  a  num- 
ber of  the  important  addresses  at 
the  state  meetings  and  also  full 
proceedings.  But  our  space  is  limited, 
and  the  subjects  of  special  importance 
to  be  covered  quickly  are  many.  We 
will  not  publish  a  list  of  all  the  officers 
for  the  coming  year,  or  the  different 
committees,  for  the  reason  our  space  is 
limited,  and  for  the  further  reason  that 
this  is  simply  news  which  is  given  in  the 
daily  local  papers  at  the  time.  It  is  our 
intention  to  publish  some  of  the  papers 
that  were  read,  but  instead  of  crowding 
them  into  immediate  editions  it  seems 
better  to  publish  them  from  time  to  time 
without  interfering  with  our  general 
plans,  and  to  print  them  at  the  times 
when  growers  will  be  engaged  or  about 
to  engage  in  doing  those  particular 
things  treated. 

THE  state  meeting  of  the  Horticul- 
tural Society  of  Oregon  held  at 
Portland,  January  8,  9  and  10,  was 
the  largest  and  most  enthusiastic  one  the 
state  ever  held.  The  great  good  from 
this  meeting  consists  not  only  in  the 
information  absorbed  by  those  in  attend- 
ance, but  there  is  also  an  additional  ben- 
efit arising  from  the  stimulating  influence 
that  cannot  be  estimated.  About  three 
hundred  growers  were  in  attendance. 

DR.  J.  R.  WITHYCOMBE,  of  the 
Experiment  Station  at  Corvallis,  is 
certainly  doing  excellent  work  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  fruit  growers 
and  farmers  of  Oregon.  Few  have  any 
conception  of  the  earnestness  with  which 
he  is  carrying  on  his  work,  or  the  vigor 
he  puts  into  it.  The  daily  papers  seldom 
mention  it.  and  so  little  is  known  about 
his  work  that  only  those  know  who 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  farmers'  insti- 
tutes. More  prominence  should  be  given 
to  his  work  by  the  daily  press  and  horti- 
cultural papers.  In  one  week  he  held  six 
meetings  in  six  different  districts,  many 
of  which  were  off  the  railroad,  necessi- 
tating driving  over  nasty  roads  in  the 
worst  kind  of  weather. 

THE  Perkins  Fruit  Bill  is  easily  the 
most  important  bill  to  fruit  growers 
in  Oregon  that  passed  in  the  pres- 
ent legislature.  Representative  J.  W. 
Perkins  deserves  great  credit  for  his 
earnest  work  in  securing  the  passing  of 
this  bill,  which  makes  it  a  law,  and  also 
for  the  thorough  manner  in  which  it  is 
framed  up,  apparently  meeting  all  the 
requirements  for  which  it  is  intended. 
We  would  like  to  say  more  along  this 
line,  but  the  bill  is  so  forceful  and  clear 
that  it  expresses  itself  fully,  and  its 
importance  is  evident  to  any  intelligent 
fruit  grower.  This  new  law  is  published 
in  another  column  of  this  issue.

Of  all  the  young  men  who  are 
taking  an  interest  in  a  public  way  in 
horticulture,  we  know  of  no  one  more 
enthusiastic  in  the  state,  and  we  believe 
we  are  justified  in  saying  that  he  is  the 
hardest  worker  of  them  all.  The  interest 
that  is  being  taken  in  every  district 
where  he  has  attended  a  meeting  or 
delivered  an  address  is  the  best  evidence 
of  the  great  and  good  work  he  is  doing.

methods  and  market  the  fruit  in  the 
same  way  your  Hood  River  land  would 
not  be  worth  a  hundred  dollars  an  acre 
where  today  it  is  worth  a  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  sometimes  more.  The  officers 
of  our  association  are  not  afraid  of  the 
man  who  sprays  and  takes  care  of  his 
orchard  and  then  picks  and  packs  his 
fruit  honestly.  It  is  the  man  who  never 
sprays  and  in  packing  puts  three  or  four 
grades  of  fruit  in  the  same  box.  I 
opened  a  box  of  Northern  Spy  yesterday 
which  had  some  fine  No.  1  apples  in  it, 
and  two  or  three  not  fit  for  a  cannery. 

It  has  to  be  admitted  the  fruit  growers 
are  not  altogether  to  blame,  for  up  to 
last  year  we  have  never  had  a  market. 
But  that  time  has  passed,  and  if  we  grow 
as  good  fruit  as  Whatcom  County  is 
capable  of  producing  with  proper  care, 
we  can  market  it  at  prices  that  will  make 
our  land  five  and  ten  times  as  valuable 
as  it  is  today.  So  let  us  work  and  study, 
brother  fruit  growers,  and  I  predict  that 
in  less  than  five  years  we  shall  not  be 
ashamed  to  put  Whatcom  County  fruit 
beside  the  best  fruit  on  earth. 

And  in  place  of  having  to  haul  our 
fruit  to  town  and  take  any  old  price,  and 
that  in  groceries,  we  can  have  packers 
come  to  our  orchard  and  pack  our  fruit 
and  have  our  association  hand  you  a 
check  that  will  make  you  smile  for  a 
week,  and  give  you  leisure  to  read  and 
study  how  to  do  better  next  year.  But 
don't  forget  to  start  reading  and  study- 
ing at  once,  and  practice  what  you  learn 
if  it  is  along  your  line.

High  stan- 
dards in  every  line  pertaining  to  horticulture  must  ultimately  prevail."
